THE NILE DAM AND ITS TASK. 
‘The question: of raising the Nile dam at 
Assouan is keenly exercising the proféssional 
mint. Engineers, more especially those who 


| have bad experience of large ‘water schemes, 


are divided as to whether or not the present 
barrage ought to be taxed with extra work, and 
it is reassuring to find a voice raised here and 
there on the side of pradenco and delay. We 
have interviewed Mr, Ewing Matheson, a well- 
Jmown member of the Institute of Civil Engineers, 
and while expressing confidence in the united 
experience of the chief experts in this branch 


of the profession—men like Messrs. Mansergh, 
Hawkéley, and Bateman—he said Sir Benjamin 
Baker would be well advised to lengthen the 


'| period of observations before the present struc- 


ture of the dam was added to in any way. 

“The Nile dam,” said .Mr, Matheson to our 
representative, ‘was no doubt designed for its 
present height of water, with a margin of safety, 
and to raise it to a considerable height means 
lYeviving the old question of flooding the island 
of Philw over again, and matters of public 
safety that are much moro important. Ibis 
impossible to foretell or conceive the damage 
which would be done if the dam were over- 
taxed.” 

Mr. Matheson cited the disastrous floods at 
Sheffield and Johnstown, Pennsylvania, as 
instances of insufficient planning.” “I visited 
Johnstown,” he said, “twelve months after the 
catastrophe, and saw traces even then of that 
terrible flood. Fifteen miles away from the 
scene of thé burst, there were locomotives 
swept aside and overturned, and it was all due 
to-insufficient calculation, added to tho usual 
light-heartedness of the Americans in their 
constructive undertakings, 

THE FACTORS OF DESTRUCTION. 

©The two main: considerations in the proper 
working of a dam of this kind are the rush of. 
water and the height—the ‘height’ being a 
teclinical expression for tho hydrostatic pres- 
sure. It is the rush of water which creates what 
we call the ‘scour,’ or attrition along the 
conduits or subterranean passages ; and it was 
with a’ view to.preserve them that, in the 
Assouan case, they were paved for a certain 
portion. Sir Benjamin Baker's recent visit was 
to report on the working out of these calcula- 
tions, and as a result this pavement is to be 
extended. But it will bea matter for the most 
anxious consideration before the dam is raised, 
as projected, merely to increase the area of 
irrigation purposes. Far better wait another 
year or two, and estimate wear and tear upon 
the present construction.” 

“Are there any precedents?” we asked. 

"Yes, of one kind or another,” was the reply, 
“and the experience in this class of work among 
British engineers all over the world, as well as 
im work under British supervision, fortifies us 
against any novel theories or experiments. There

THE OVERWHELMING RISKS. 
“Everything depends upon the margin of 
safety as allowed originally. It must have 
entered into the minds of the designers that 
the dam inight bo raised or thickeued later on ; 
and it remained then to see that the dovetail- 
ing of the rock foundations were sufficient for 
apy increase in superincumbent weight. 
Personally, I should advise waiting for another 
year or two, as I have said, betore considering 
additions involvitig perhaps 6lbs, extra pressure 
to the square inch of surface. The advantages 
to be gained are dwarfed into insignificance 
compared with the awful oxtent of the danger 
incurred.”—(“Pall Mall Gazette.”)

It is énly on entering what was the 
cy that oneis able to grasp the extent of 
the devastating work of the flames. The theatre 
is absolutely burnt out except the walls, The 
force of the fire is evidenced by the state of the 
iron pillars which used to support-the boxes. 
‘They are nearly all cracked by the fierceneas of 
the heat. 

The only thing left untouched by the fire 
and unspoilt by the water was a large - portiait 
of the actress Bellincioni in the entrance hall, 
In every other respect the theatre is an 
abomination of desolation. 


THE COLLAPSE IN THE ATTARIN 


The, collapse of a house in the Attarin 
quarter of Alexandria on Wednesday was not, 
luckily; attended ‘with any loss of life. The 
collapse ‘was due to a neighbour excavating 
by the side of the house in order to make the 
foundations of a new building. This man tex- 
cavated to a depth of at least two and a half 
metres underneath the foundations of the 
house. ‘The result was that the house collapsed 
entirely and two persons were buried in the 
ruins, One of them wag buried nnder some 
-metres of rubbish and stones and it was ten 
minutes before the Fire Brigade managed to 
get down to him. They bared his head and 
gave him first-aid, feeding him on whisky and 
caffeine. It took another full hour to liberate 
his body, which waa severely bruised. 

A somewhat humorous incident took. place 
when the Fire Brigadé had cleared Away the 
earth from the man’s, head. He wasa native 
Moslem and refused to take the caffeine 
(Shorbah Ahmar) butasked “Mafish Whisky?” 
The Superintendent of the Fire Brigade at 
once sent a shawish of the police to buy a 
tumbler of whisky and the contents were 
poured down the man’s mouth, greatly to his 
relish, He only remarked, “All right, work 
away,” for his arms and entire body wore till 
pinabd by tho earth. Soon’ afterwards ho was 
agaiti offered caffeine but refused it, and asked 
for more whisky, and by the time his body had 
boon ‘extricated, which operation had taken 
an hour anda quarter, he had consumed a 
full bottle of whisky.’ When the stretcher on 
which he lay was being raised to take him to 
the hospital he asked whether he could have 
any more!
